DE 4.01 Board approval. Educational programs in the
subject areas of dentistry and dental hygiene shall be ap-
proved by the board. The board approves educational pro-
grams accredited by the commission on dental accredita-
tion of the American dental association and may approve
other educational programs if the program requires:

(1)A high school diploma or equivalent;

(2)A comprehensive course of study satisfactory to the
board in:

(a) Dentistry, including subjects specified in s. 447.03
(1), Stats,; or

(b) Dental hygiene, including criteria specified in s.
447.08 (2), Stats.

DE 4.02 Evaluation programs for foreign graduates. Eval-
uation programs for applicants who are graduates of den-
tal education programs in other countries shall be ap-
proved by the board.
